tice Sutherland, Justices .McKeunn, 
Van Devauter. Mcllcynolds and But- 
ler joining with him. Chief Justice 
Tuft delivered 
;i dissenting opinion 


for himself 
and 
Justice 
Snnford, 


while Justice Holmes read' n dissent- 
ing opinion which followed in its 
mum features that of Chief Justice 
Tnft. Justice Brnudeis did not par- 
ticipate in the decision. 


Tbe majority of the court based its 


position broadly upon the ri^ht o£ 
contract, insisting that 
while laws 


cbuld be enforced to regulate work- 
ing conditions, the employer and tlie 
employe must be free of restraint in 
determining between themselves whut 
wages are acceptable. 


The minority contended iliat there 


was no greater police power in Con- 
gress and tbe state legislatures to 
regnlntc working conditions than to 
regulate wages and that as there 
has been, wide uniformity in holding 
that working conditions could be pre- 
scribed by law making bodies it fol- 
.lowcd in their judgment, that wages 
were also proi>er subject for legisla- 
tion.- 


Justice Sutherland pointed out that
